Acoustic Tips for your Home Theater Room 




e than you might realize, your room plays a large part in how your home theat 
system sounds. Luckily there are a few things you can do to improve your room's acoustic 
quality and the sound you'll get out of your system. 



Place your speakers carefully - experiment with speaker placement in your room. 
See if your front speaker sounds better facing directly into the room or slightly angled. 
Does your center channel sound better above or below the TV? Do your surround speakers 
sound better facing straight or angled toward the main listening position? 



Carpet the room - hard surface floors simply bounce audio waves around the room 
causing unwanted echoes. If you don't want to take on the added expense of carpeting your 
room, consider adding an area rug to help absorb some of the sound waves. 

Update your doors and windows - In order for you sound system to sounds its very 
best, make sure your doors are solid and windows well-insulated. Keeping outside noise 
out and your system's sound in is important for the best possible experience.

Secure your TV-new or old - Put your TV on a low TV stand-you can find one for as 
little as $30. Make sure the stand is no taller than 30 inches and designed specifically to 
hold a TV of that weight, particularly a heavy old tube TV. Look for an Underwriters 




Laboratories (UL] sticker so you'll know the stand meets current safety standards. And 
push the TV as far back on it as possible while keeping it stable. 



Surround Sound System 





1. Room Size: The length, height and depth of 
your viewing room play an important role in your 
home theater system's audio effectiveness. If 
your room is small, a sound bar may suffice, but if 
it is large surround sound will more effectively fill 
the pockets of the room furthest from the 
television. 



2. Viewing distance: If you have a large 



television, and you sit further away from the screen, it will be important to bring the sound 
closer to you via a surround sound system. If the seating arrangement is closer to the 
television a sound bar may be the way to go. 

3. Bass: Some, but not all sound bars, are lacking in the bass department, so if you are 
someone who wants to feel what they are seeing, surround sound is best, but if, for 
instance you live in an apartment building you may want to stick with something more 
minimal to appease the neighbors. 

Flat-screen TVs are safest when properly mounted on a wall. (Find a TV wall mount retail 
locator.] Once a TV is mounted to the wall, you can also put safety gates around it to keep 
your toddler at a distance. 

If wall mounting is not feasible, use a TV anti-tipping strap (around $8]. Also use an anti- 
tipping strap for the stand (about $16]. Solidly attach anti-tipping straps for furniture to a 
stud in the wall, not just into drywall or plaster and lath. And secure any tall or wobbly 
furniture.
